This county has lost thousands 
of dollars this year by the fail- 
ure of wheat growers to soak 
their seed wheat in bluestone 
water. Every farmer who ne- 
glects to do this invites smut in 
his wheat and smutty wheat 
brings u low price and is not 
much wanted at any price. There 
has been a great deal of smutty 
wheat in the county this year, 
but wherever a farmer took the 
trouble to soak his seed wheat in 
bluestone water his crop was 
free from smut and on the mar- 
ket wa.s worth from 15 to 20 
cents a bushel more than smutty 
wheat. The precaution is sim- 
ple and cheap and we wonder 
that farmers neglect it,— Clinton 
Gazette.

Mr. H. G. Brownell, president 
of Bethel Female College at 
Hopkinsville, was in the city last 
Wednesday in the interest of the 
college. There has been a feel 
ing in western Kentucky for 
many years that really good col- 
lege work for girls could be 
found no nearer to us than the 
Blue Grass section or in Tennes- 
see; but we are now assured that 
there is no where in this state a 
woman’s college of higher stand- 
ing or charater, than this school. 
Great changes have been made 
during the past two years in 
building equipment and curricula 
and these changes have had the 
effect of increasing the attend- 
ance to such a number, that for 
the first time in its long history 
the enrollment for next year ex- 
ceeds the capacity of the build- 
ing. One of the largest resi- 
dences in Hopkinsville has been 
secured for the overflow, and 
drawings are now being prepared 
for a new dormitory and gymna- 
sium. 

Especially attractive courses 
have been prepared for High 
School graduates, who will find 
there, three years work in stand- 
ard college subjects. It is grat- 
ifying to know that we have so 
near to us an inexpensive school 
doing standard work, where our 
daughters will get home treat- 
ment under careful discipline, 
and where they may realize all 
of those college experiences that 
are so dear to those who have 
had them and so longed for by 
those who have no hope of 
knowing them.

You have a perfect legal right 
to refuse to help your neighbor 
thresh wheat, after he has help- 
ed you. We are confronted in 
this life, by many duties that 
are not enforced by law. They 
are duties just the same. 

Tobacco buyers, as a class, have 
as much honor and integrity as 
men of other occupations. He 
who tells you differently is only 
trying to incite your prejudice, 
but they are going to get your 
tobacco as cheaply as they can. 
That is the law of trade. You 
would probably do the same. 

That the buyers of our tobacco 
are organized no one doubts. 
With the growers unorganized 
it would be as easy for them to 
get the tobacco at $3. as $8. per 
hundred. All who are familiar 
with the situation know this. 
It is a easy matter for the so 
called trust to give a good price 
for a year or two, 



The Society was comiwlled to 
give up the fight. It declared 
the pool off. Altho many inde- 
jiendent growers had pretended 
to believe, that the Society had 
nothing to do with the high price, 
inside of ten davs the price had 
fallen half. 

Then it was that the inde- 
pendent growers began to get 
busy. They made an effort to 
organize. They held meetings, 
they hired speakers, they spent 
hundreds of dollars in advertis- 
ing— all to no avail. They had 
lost their opportunity. One tenth 
of the effort and expense on their 
part, if used at the right time 
w’ould have secured the success 
of the Society. 

Much the same conditions exist 
in this district this season. 
While the S. D. T. A. controls 
more than 75 per cent of the 
tobacco and it realizes it must 
have practically all if it stays in 
business.

They aie going to throw 
the whole thing down unless all 
do their part. If you are a 
tobacco grower and are not help- 
ing in this movement you are 
losing the chance of a lifetime. 

If the pool should l)e declared 
off, and the many million pounds 
of Association tobacco goes on 
the market independent, we will 
show’ you some of the liveliest 
“dumping” you ever saw. It 
will be a case of every man for 
himself and the trust take us all. 

If any should happen to be 
caught with their tobacco tied up 
in some small pool, that could not
